It s a long journey back to 1 9 1 8........... 


Back to that day in November when whistles 
and sirens sounded and American hearts 
thrilled, when men and women marched and 
bands and confetti enlivened every avenue 
of American life, and for that matter, every 
nook and corner of all n a t io n s................ back 
there in 19 18 , you know.
